“As a labor economist | think | 
have some insights into the tvpe of 
problems that vou find in the 
agricultural industry. | understand the 
Cost problems that growers meet and 
the cost of living problems that 
workers are faced with.” 

As a board member. Perry will deal 
with both farmworkers and growers 
This is a judicial board which hears 
Cases ON issues, such as union elections 
and union access to farm land. which 
are challenged by either side. The five - 
Person board was formed as part of 
the 1975 Agricultural Labor Relations 
Act 

The board only functioned for six 
months after it was first established in 
1975. For many months it was inactive 
because of a lack of funds from the 
legislature. Last July. it began 
functioning again after being 
refunded. “on a more permanent 
basis. | hope.” said Perry 

The board ts still new, said Perry 
Four of the members are new ad- 
ditions and many of the staff were just 
hired recently

ew film proves fascinating

“Islands in the Stream”, a film 
based on a novel by Hemingway. is 
one of the few genuinely interesting 
films to be seen this year. Delving with 
insight into all the subtle relationships 
a man has with his friends, his children 
and his women, this film is always an 
attempt to be creative. Unfortunately 
this attempt often falls short of its 
goal 

“Islands in the Stream™ is the story 
of a man, Tom Kudson (played by 
George C. Scott), who is visited by his 
three sons and later bv his wife (Claire 
Bloom) at his island in the Bahamas 
Deciding that his greatest happiness 
lies in the company of his sons, he 
Starts his journey away from his 
island. Clearly, there is little com- 
Plexity to this plot, yet the film is 
nonetheless fascinating The care 
taken with revealing al! the subtleties 
of Tom's relationships with his com- 
pamions and his family serve to make 
Mis Story more intriguing than a>* film 
full of plot twists and complications 

In “Islands” we view not so mucha 
story as a man. We see him struggle to 
understand his feelings for his family 
We see him come to grips with these 
feelings and, in the end, we see them 
reconciled. In this way, events are 
never as important to the film as the 
development of the relationship of 
Tom Hudson to his three sons 

Living alone on the island, Hudson 
tears the impending visit of his sons: 
he is not there to greet them when they 
land. he keeps his distance when they 


first arrive at his house. As the visit 
continues, however. Hudson cuoines to 
love and need them. When they leave 
he becomes conscious. for the first 
time. of his need for them. t Itimately 
he decides to leave the island and 
return to them 

To the extent that the film portrays 
this development non-verbally it is 
powertul and moving. Too often. 
though, dialogue explains what could 
more effectively have been portrayed 
without words. For example. Hud- 
son's second son, Davey (the most in- 
sightful of the three), Passes a 
Hemingway-style initiation into 
adulthood via the catching of a 
marlin. After the three-hour ordeal 
has left him literally exhausted, Davey 
Savs about the fish. “In the worst 
Parts, when I was the tiredest. I began 
to love him.” An articulation that is 
both genuine and appropriate, it 
would have been far more powerful 
had it been expressed with subtlety. 
with the look in Davey’s face rather 
than the words of his mouth 

This over - articulation occuring 
throughout the film, detracts fromm the 
story. Another example of this is 
Tom's growing need for and sense of 
fulfilment from his sons Although it 
should have been more evident in the 
scenes where they are together, it 
comes a8 a surprise when it is ex- 
pressed in letters to the bovs 

The other serious weakness to 
“Islands” lies in the children’s acting

It ts unlikely that there is another 
band more suitable to share the stage 
with Buffett than the Amazing 
Rhythm Aces of Memphis.

The music is tight country anc 
western music with very few frills 
Chavin does not have the greatest 
vocal range but it ts his lyrics and 
Gelivery that set Country Porn apart 
from the typical country western 
band Chavin keeps up a steady flow 
of deadpan humor between numbers.

East German women’s swimming 
coach Gerhard Hetz utilized a bit of 
mental magic to boost his team to the 
top of the international heap. 

‘They trained in the nude and in 
competition hypnotized themselves 
into thinking they had no suits on,” 
Gerhard revealed before the World 
Swimming Championships in 
Yugoslavia a couple of years ago 

Two questions come to mind: 
Where was Gerhard during these in- 
tumate training sessions and what does 
all this have to do with Aikido? 

Aikido, developed by a Japanese 
gentleman named Momrhei Uyeshiba, 
is a relatively new martial art with the 
main purpose of developing a strong 
mind, body and spirit. The honorable 
art is designed to train students to 
learn to live in harmony with 
themselves and with each other 

Like Gerhard’s self hypnosis 
theory, Aikido employs an incredible 
amount of mental prowess. You don’t 
have to he too physical, however, to 
overpower a much stronger opponent 

Tri Dang. a student of martial arts 
and the top Aikido expert on the West 
Coast, teaches Aikido at CSU Sac- 
ramento. At five - feet tall and perhaps 
120 pounds, Tri could be mistaken for 
a Vietnamese version of Wille 
Shoemaker. He wouldn't make the 
Starting lineup of the Pittsburgh front 
four, but he could turn the quartet into 
a human juggling act. The Gong Show 
would love 1! 


Tri, who has his own martial arts 
schoo! in Sacramento, also has a sense 
of humor. Once on the mat, students 
aren't allowed off until the end of the 
instructional period. Tri smiles and 
Says NO going to the bathroom until 
the hour is up 


Ot course that’s tradition, like 
bowing after showing a student the 
proper technique in a movement 
Students talk on the mat, but Tn 
claims talking isn't allowed in Aikido 
schools 


“Learning Aikido is like learning a 
foreign language (Tri speaks three 
languages fluently),” said Tri. “At first 
you have to think about everything 
you say so that you can communicate 
After a while you don’t have to think 


Tri claims that thinking takes time 
and that if vou have to stop and think 
about a move you'll find yourself on 
the mat The reactions have to be 
spontaneous

others 

\iter these goals are met, the 
student can use his fighting ability, but 
only in defense of what ts nght and 
never for personal gain or ambition 
Bullies are discouraged

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‘Island’ of awareness 


Institute is ecological landmark

A Spanish word, Farallones means 
“sharp rocks.” This group of islands 
situated outside of San Francisco Bay 
nas been a landmark for navigators 
since the time of Sir Francis Drake 
The Farallones Institute's connection 
to the islands is a metamorphic one 
it is a guiding landmark for a new 
awareness of a place of human activity 
in an ecologically stable environment 


Within its confines 1s a small, 
research - based community of living 
systems and simple lifestyles; a society 
uving in a balanced relationship with 
self and with Nature 


Situated in a garden - hke setting, 
one mile east of Occidental, in 
Southern Califormia. the community's 
designers and workers are comprised 
of a group of student and graduate 
scientists, engineers, and technicians 
Primarily an independant 
organization, they are affiliated with 
the University of California at 
Berkeley and numerous private 
organizations whose interest and 
financial support are helping to make 
a futuristic dream become a reality

reclamation, and education are the 
primary research projects carried on 
at the center. Each isa field of research 
it itself, yet all are integrated to forma 
functioning. almost self-sufficient liv- 
ing community. Included in the eighty 
acre site are four solar - heated hous- 
ing units utilizing simple. 
economically constructed solar collec- 
ting apparatus. The cabins provide liv- 
ing quarters for staff members as well 
as a comparison study of three 
methods of solar space heating. The 
cost of each cabin was approximately 
$4000 


A two - acre organic garden, witha 
solar - operated green house, supphies 
a year - round food source for com- 
munity members. Biodynamic and 
intensive raised - bed planting 
systems are used, with emphasis on 
working with an understanding the 
‘living’ forces of Nature. No chemical 
pesticides or fertilizers are put into the 
garden, instead, composting. cover - 
cropping, companion - plainting. 
manures, and natura! insect controls 
are used to maintain a diverse and 
healthy atmosphere, not to mention 
love and energy from the gardeners 


There is little waste at the institute 
All recycled - water ts filtered and 





Pumped into the garden by gravity 
and wind - mill. Due to the drought. 
extra research and effort are put into 
this area by all members. A compost 
toilet (now patented) recycles human 
waste. well - treated. into compost 
and back to the garden.

All usable kitchen 
scraps, weed clippings. garden wastes. 
and livestock manure are compos ted 
and recycled into the garden. Rabbits 
chickens, cows, and other livestock 
provide food and other materials also 


A communal atmosphere is the 
basis for most of the center's activities 
Meals, work, and activities are shared 
together, yet each person has private 
space to develop one’s own interests 
Miles of forests and hillsides surround 
the community for enjoyment, study 
and solitude. On rainy or cold days the 
library and community center or even 
one’s own cabin can be the place for 
whatever one wants to do 


As our population swells and our 
impact on the environment increases 
through pollution, monocultures, and 
our destruction of the earth's 
resources. maybe the lessons being 
learned at the Farallones Institute can

[he train came rippin’ through Tuesday's ASI Senate meeting and 
was derailed as it hit the station 

Dave Ferris and Company tried to railroad Ink Machine super- 
visor Midge Marino out of a job. Four concerned senators stopped 
the action by getting up and leaving the meeting. 

For lack of a quorum the vote to fire the Ink Machine supervisor 
fatled. Ferris’ ploy nearly worked, but he hadn't counted on some 
compassionate people - Lauren Hammond, Lee Hinde, Brad Mastin 
and Mario Ramirez. Ferris tried to bluff his way through the 
proceedings with talk of state laws, but backed down when Ham- 
mond asked him to cite those laws. Ferris left the meeting and the 
argument continued with a closed one - sided senate faction that 
would not disclose the charges levied against Marino 

Marino had requested the meeting be open to the public and 
wanted the charges stated, but the Ferris faction stated that they 
would not reveal charges in the employee's (Marino's) own best 
interests.
